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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 68, 79, 111, and 129 would require further consideration and/or search as the 
incision being approximately the same size as the outer diameter of the tube changes the scope of the claims. The amendments to claim 
83 would require further consideration and/or search as the amendments such as the body member comprising a tube provided in a coil or 
zig-zag shape and the device being inserted into a patient's eye change the scope of the claim. The amendments to claims 93 and 99 
would require further consideration and/or search as the incision being smaller than the cross-section of the body member changes the 
scope of the claims. The amendments to claim 116 would require further consideration and/or search as the device being implantable 
within the eye through an incision smaller than the cross-section of the body member changes the scope of the claim. 
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
